ROOSEVELT SITS FOR PORTRAIT 
AT HIS HYDE PARK HOME 


Painting Is to Be Hung in White 
House Beside Those of Presi- 
dent’s .Predecessors.

HYDE PARK, N. Y., Aug. 21.— 
President Roosevelt took the op- 
portunity of a quiet day at home 
to sit today for his official portrait 
to be hung in the White House be- 
side those of his predecessors. 

Mrs. Emmett Rand of Salisbury, 
Conn., is the artist. She began the 
portrait today and is expected to 
complete it about the first of the 
year. 

Tomorrow the President will see 
Norman H. Davis, his ambassador- 
at-large in Europe, and Mrs. Davis. 
The special envoy is ready to return 
to seek early success for the Geneva 
disarmament parley. During the 
week he also expects to receive 
Secretary of the Treasury Woodin. 
Upon the results of this talk it is

CLOUDY, SHOWERS LIKELY 
TONIGHT AND TOMORROW

With ratification of repeal of the 
eighteenth amendment voted in 
Missouri Saturday, 3 to 1, Gov. 
Park and State officials today be- 
gan giving attention to plans for a 
special session of the Legislature to 
repeal'the State bone-dry law and 
enact laws to regulate the liquor 
traffic. | 

The Governor, on his return to 
the capital today ‘from a week-end 
visit to. Springfield, said he would 
immediately give attention to the 
personnel of a commission he will 
appoint to act in an advisory ca- 
pacity in the drafting of the 
proposed law. He said he expected 
to announce the names of the mem- 
bers of the commission within a 
short time. 

Election returns tabulated by the 
Associated Press today included 
3546 precincts, all except 598 in the 
State. They showed 502,121 for re- 
peal and 136,540 against. The unre- 
ported precincts are divided be- 
tween anti-prohibition and dry com- 
munities. The final majority for 
repeal probably will be about 360,- 
000 


The total vote, when all precincts 
are reported, will be. slightly less 
than 700,000. Pre-election estimates 
of the vote varied from 500,000 to 
600,000. 

The big repeal vote was cast in 
St. Louis, St. Louis County and 
Jackson County (Kansas City), 
which combined gave a majority of 
319,516. The State outside the 
larger cities gave a majority for 
repeal, although the sentiment for 
repeal in rural Missouri was not so 
pronounced as had been generally 
supposed. 

54 Counties Dry. 

On the incomplete returns, it ap- 
peared that 61 counties—including 
the City of St. Louis as a county— 
had voted for repeal and 54 had 
voted against it. In the 1918 elec- 
tion on a proposed prohibition 
amendment to the State Constitu- 
tion, 70 counties voted dry and 45 
against prohibition, In a similar 
election in 1916, 71 voted dry and 
44 against prohibition, and in a 
similar election in 1910, 31 voted 
dry and 84 against’ prohibition. 

In the main, the counties which 
opposed repeal were in the Ozark 
region of Southern Missouri and 
counties up toward the Iowa line, 
though there were scattered dry 
counties throughout the State, as 
well as anti-prohibition counties in 
the generally dry sections. 

The river counties south and west 
of St. Louis, usually referred to in 
political campaigns as the “Ger- 
man counties,” returned their usual 
anti-prohibition majorities. 

The Anti-Saloon League and the 
Ww. C. T. U., ovewhelmingly defeat- 
ed in the election, were without 
plans today as to their future atti- 
tude, though leaders of the dry or- 
ganizations were giving considera- 
tion to a continuance of their op- 
position. The Anti-Saloon League, 
defeated in the Missouri Supreme 
Court in an attempt to prevent the 
election by filing referendum peti- 
tions for submission of the Weeks 
law, under which it was held, has 
under consideration an appeal to 
the United States Supreme Court 
in an effort to invalidate the elec- 
tion of delegates to the convention 
which wilt ratify the repeal amend- 
ment. 

Mrs. Burger’s View. 

That the dry leaders will take a 
hand in legislation for new regula- 
tory laws was indicated by Mrs. 
Nelle G. Burger. of Springfield, 
president of the Missouri W. C. 
T. U. Mrs. Burger said it was too 
early for action on any change in 
the Missouri law. 

“The eighteenth amendment still 
is a part of the Constitution,” she 
said; “and will be until 14 more 
states vote for repeal. These will 
be harder for the anti-prohibition- 


| ists to win than the first ones were. 


Enactment of liquor control laws or 
repeal of the State bone dry law by 
a special session of the Legislature 
would be decidedly premature.” 

It. is the expectation that the dry 
leaders will attempt to induce the 
Governor to refrain from calling a 
special session of the Legislature, 
but the Governor is committed to 
such action “when repeal has been 
ratified, or when a‘sufficient num- 
ber of states have acted to indicate 
that the ratification will. be com- 


:] pleted at an early date.”

Henchman of Military Lead- 
er in Ousted Government 
Slain and Dragged in 
Streets of Cuban City. 


BODY OF POLICE 
CHIEF MUTILATED 


2000 Persons Rob Grave of 


Remains of A. B. Ain- 
ciart, Who Killed Self in 


Trap at Havana.

SANTIAGO, Cuba, Aug. 21— 
Julio Heredia, former henchman 
of Mayor Arsenio Ortiz, military 
leader in the Machado government 
who was accused of numerous po- 
litical killings, was shot and killed 
by a mob today. The body was 
dragged through the streets. 


The mob captured Heredia after 
he had been-taken from the court- 
house by members of the ABC so- 
ciety, which was one of the prin- 
cipal organizations in the over- 
throw of President Machado. 

Ortiz until last April was military 
Supervisor of Oriente Province, in 
which is Santiago. At that time he 
was arrested in connection with 44 
mysterious murders which occurred 
within a few months in the prov- 
ince. He was exiled by the Macha- 
do government and sailed for Ger- 
many in June. . 

A Santiago mob also shot and 
killed Luis de Spayne, who served 
as a policeman here during the Ma- 
chado government. 


HAVANA, Aug. 21.—Punishment 
for leaders of a mob whith took 
from its new grave the body of for- 
mer President Machado’s police 
chief and burned and mutilated it 
was demanded today by several de- 
partments of the new Cuban Gov- 
ernment. 

As the Cabinet of Carlos Manuel 
de Cespedes tried to solve the prob- 
lems of economic peace, there were 
other evidences of continuing hatred 
of the previous government. 

A search for the few remaining 
Machado followers went on; lead- 
ers of the opposition who had been 
forced into exile were coming back, 
and soldiers and members of the 
ABC began digging again in Atares 
Castle for bodies of those who were 
killed because of opposition to Ma- 
chado., * * 

Body Put on Light Pole. 

Antonio B. Ainciart, accused as 
the director of severe repressive 
measures under the deposed Presi- 
dent, killed himself Saturday night 
while soldiers and ABC men closed 
in on his hiding place. 

As soon as soldiers left his place 
of burial 2000 shouting persons 
opened the fresh grave, took the 
body in a truck to Havana Univer- 
sity, mutilated it and hoisted it to 
the cross bar of an electric light 
pole. 

Thousands watched the mob pour 
gasoline pver the body and apply a 
match. Finally the crew of an am- 
bulance scattered the crowd and 
took the remains to a morgue. 

“Dump it into the sea!” shouted 
the mob. “Dump it into the sea! 
He is not fit to be buried in a cem- 
etery with other human beings!” 

Shortly before the mob began 
forming Juan Sampol, nephew and 
bodyguard of Ainciart, shot and 
killed himself after being récog- 
nized by a boy on a street corner. 
First, however, Sampol had killed 
Jose Aquirre Leon, ABC member. 

The funeral yesterday of four 
men whose remains were found 
Friday in a stable at Atares Castle 
was attended by thousands of per- 
sons. | 

ABC members and other oppo- 
nents of Machado have only a few 
of Machado’s alieged gunmen to 
account for, among them police of- 
ficer Rafael Castro and Juan Pen- 
ate, who were said to have been 
with Ainciart just before his death. 
All others: of the Porra are dead, 
imprisoned or out of the country. | 

Investigation of Machado.

H. C. Fielder Ends Life at 
Claridge Hotel on Day He 
Is to Face Concealed 

- Weapon Charge. 


TWO NOTES FOUND 
IN HIS ROOM 


One Tells of His Arrest for 
Carrying Knife —He Had 
Been Held Often but Was 
Never Convicted. 


Henry Charles Fielder, frequent- 
ly arrested on confidence game 
charges but never convicted, killed 
himself this morning by jumping 
from the tenth-floor fire escape of 
the Claridge Hotel, where he had 


registered yesterday as from Cin- 
cinnati. 

Fielder, who was 62 years old, 
was under bond, charged with car- 
rying concealed weapons. His pre- 
liminary hearing was scheduled for 
today. 

One of two notes found in a 
coat pocket, addressed, “To the 
police, Dear sir read: “I was arrest- 
ed last week for carrying a small 
pen-knife, spring-back. Out on bond 
under the nameofH. C. Franklin.” 
Followed the signature, H. C. 
Fielder, and below it: “P. S., Case 
comes up today.” 

The other note asked the police 
to “Please notify my wife what 
happened. She is visiting my niece 
in Nebraska. Yours respectfully, 
H. C. Fielder.” A postscript read: 
“Waterloo, Neb., Mrs. B. Sting- 
lein, Route 1.” 

At the hotel it was said that 
Fielder, when he registered yester- 
day, said he expected his wife in a 
few days. He was last seen at 6:50 
a. m., when he went up to the tenth 
floor, where his room was, after 
having breakfast in the coffee shop. 
At 7 o’clock the hotel watchman 
heard him fall to the alley behind 
the hotel. , 

Fielder was arrested Aug. 10 
when seated in. an automobile a* 
‘Seventh and Market streets, with 
two former convicts and a woman. 
The knife was found when he was 
searched at Police Headquarters. 

He told police at that time, they 
reported “My usual racket is a con- 
fidence game, but I haven’t pulled 
anything in St. Louis.” , 

His fingerprints were sent to the 
National Identification Bureau at 
Washington and word was received 
from there Saturday that he had 
been arrested frequently in all 
parts of the country.

NSUDDEN STORM 
OF ERSEY COAST 


Six Others on Schooner 
Missing After Freak Dis- 
turbance Upsets Many 
Small Craft.

ATLANTIC CITY, N. J., Aug. 21. 
—Seven persons were drowned dur- 
ing a terrific northeaster that 
lashed the Jersey coast yesterday, 
suddenly tossing comparatively 
calm seas into a fury and catching 
many fishing craft off guard. 

Coast guardsmen made rescues 
against great odds, but feared six 
fishermen aboard the schooner Ger- 
trude may have perished. The boat 
was the only one unreported late 
this morning of all those known 
to have been at sea when the storm 
broke, 

The wind sent huge combers 
against the beach from Absecon to 
the tip of Cape May. 

The bodies of four dead were 
recovered. They were: Capt. 
Theodore Van Sant, 58 years old, 
veteran captain; Louis Williams, 
55, Margate; Harry R. Schmidt, 33, 
Camden, and Dr. Charles McAr- 
thur, 58, of South Orange. 

Those given up for dead but 
whose bodies were not recovered 
were: Richard (Soph) Bruner, 58, 
Memora captain; Wilbur Lukens, 
Philadelphia, and Harold Litchen, 
42, Philadelphian, who summered 
at Longport. . 

A sailing vessel and a speedboat 
co-operated to save six passengers 
of the 30-foot sailboat Ella, but the 
boat’s skipper, Van Sant, drowned.

DETROIT, Aug. 21.—United 
States Senator James Couzens told 
the Detroit bank investigating jury 
here today that “there has been all 
kinds of ‘kiting’ of checks” in an 


effort to mislead the public as to 
the actual condition of the two na- 
tional banks whose closings last 
February the jury is investigating. 

The Michigan Senator, declining 
to give the source of bis informa- 
tion on the ground that it was con- 
fidential, said he was “satisfied that 
if the prosecutor goes into the deal- 
ings between the groups he will 
find all kinds of kiting of checks, 
This is a very serious situation.” 

He declared such action was made 
“as the time for the regular exame- 
inations approached.” 

Tells of One Transaction. 

“I am informed that on one oc 
casion the Detroit Trust Co. got 36.- 
000,000 from the First National 
Bank-Detroit,” ha said. «.“It then 
turned around ¢nd deposited this 
$6,000,000 with the First National 
asa trust fund. The net effect of 
this was to show that each bank 
had $6,000,000 in cash more than it 
actually had.” 

Couzens declared later that Wil 
son Mills “knew the repost of the 
First National’s earnings given to 
the depositors was false,” when it 
was presented last Dec. 31, and on 
Feb. 1 of this year. 

The. bank’s system of accrual, the 
Senator said, had been criticised by 
Federal examiners, and he charged 


that in presenting the earnings re- . 


port accrued income receivable was 
added to earnings whether it was 
“ever collected or not.”

NEW YORK, Aug. 21-~—A reduc- 
tion in electric rates that will mean 
an estimated saving to residents of 
New York City and vicinity of 
about $8,900,000 during the year it 
will be in effect, has been ordered 
by the Public Service Commission. 
The emergency measure, effective 
Sept. 1, calls for a decréase of about 
6 per cent in city rates and 3 per 
cent in Westchester County rates. 

The order, announced by Chair- 
man Milo B. Maltbie of the com- 
mission, will affect six companies. 
Those in the city are the New York 
Edison, United Electric Light & 
Power, Brooklyn Edison, Bronx 
Gas & Electric and the New York 
& Queens Electric Light & Power. 
The sixth company is the Westches- 
ter Lighting. 

The chairman’s opinion acéom- 
panying the order gave as its catise 
largé surpluses of the companies, 
excess over 6 per cént incomé on 
the stated value of their common 
stock, large dividends paid and 
company reports as to book costs. 

It stated that the accumulated 
surplus 6f the companies at the end 
of 1932 amounted to more than 
$167,00000 and added “it seems 
only réasonable that the utilities 
shall contribute from these accim- 
ulatéd surplus earnitgs, if neces- 
sary, to assist in national récovery.” 
Thése surpluses, says the opinion, 
“6ught to bé used for the benefit 
of thé public.” 

Maintaining that the New York 
City utilities “have not heretofore 
borne their fair share of the de 
pression,” the opinion asserts that 
not oné company paid a lower divi- 
dend rate in 1932 than in 1929 and 
five of thé seven, considered in the 
opinion, paid more. 

“Utilities with such earnings and 
such générous surplusés as thosé of 
the Néw York electric companies 
should not only be willing but anx- 
ious to asstimeée a génerous share of 
the burden from which they have 
so long escaped,” says thé opinion.

Miss Vivian Freeman, 20 years

Artificial respiration and an in-

an hour before.she was pronounced 
dead at 6.45 a.m. Her death was 
the thirteenth since July 30 in the 
“sleeping sickness’ outbreak. 

Mrs. Mary C. Joachim of Gar- 
denville died of the disease yester- 
day 30 minutes after she was taken 
to St. Louis Cotinty Hospital. Mrs. 
Joachim, a widow, 59, residing at 
4961 Tieman avenue, had been ill 
five days. 

Three in Grave Condition. 

Superintendent Eschenbrenner re- 
ported that three of the 49 patients 
at Isolation Hospital were in grave 
condition. <All were elderly. Sev- 
eral others, he said, appeared to 
have recovered and their discharge 
from the hospital waited only on 
the three-week period (from onset 
of illness) required to prevent con- 
tagion. 

A total of 137 cases had been re- 
ported today. More than  four- 
fifths, or 113 of the patients, were 
residents of the county, and 24 
were residents of the city. 

Dr. Charles Armstrong, United 
States Public Health Service path- 
ologist, arrived today to aid in the 
laboratory search for the cause of 
the little known disease. Dr. J. P. 
Leake, the service’s expert on this 
and certain somewhat similar epi- 
demics, has been on the ground 
since Surgeon-General Cumming 
learned of the outbreak. Dr. Arm- 
strong has directed laboratory work 
on encephalitis at the National In- 
stitute of Health at Washington. 


Dr. Zentay on Radio. 


In a matter-of-fact discussion in 
the Community Forum broadcast 
yesterday by KSD, Dr. Zentay said 
there was no reason for undue 
alarm, and that the health divi- 
sions, with the approval of State 
and United States Public Health 
Service experts, wished to recom- 
mend “only the usual reasonable 
precautions accepted and practiced 
in this kind of an epidemic.”

$615,845 Spent in July in City 
and County, 3 Pct. Less 
Than in June. 


For the third successive month, 
relief expenditures in St. Louis and 
the county declined during July, 
according to the report of Citizens’ 
Committee on Relief and Employ- 
ment, 

The relief agencies spent $615,845 
in helping 32,991 families. The cost 
of relief was 3 per cent less than 
in June, 7 per cent less than in 
May and 9 per cent less than April, 


the peak so far this year, when 
$678,964 was spent. 

During June the relief agencies 
helped 34,276 families and 36,035 in 
April. The decline from April was 
1 per cent in May, 5 per cent in 
June and 9 per cent in July. 

$4,286,403 First Seven Months. 

In the first seven months of the 
year the relief agencies have spent 
$4,286,403 in helping 51,717 families. 
Expenditures in a similar period of 
last year, when 35,707 families were 
aided, totaled $2,166,838. 

City relief agencies accounted for 
$553,184 of the July expenditure, 
and county agencies for $62,661. 
The city agencies received $350,646 
in Federal relief funds, $174,156 
from the relief bond issue and $28,- 
382 from the United Relief Cam- 
paign. Most of the money raised 
in that campaign, as has been told, 
went to hospitals, orphan asylums 
and such institutions which cannot 
obtain public funds. pit 
County agenicies got $42,664 in 
Federal funds; $3405 in tax funds 
and $16,592 from the United Re- 
lief Campaign. } 

$3,022,272 in U. 8S. Funds. 

Of the $4,286,403 spent so far this 
year in the city and county $3, 
022,272, or 70 per cent, has been 
received from the Federal Govern- 
ment . The, Federal Relief Admin- 
istrator has notified Gov. Park 
that no Federal relief funds will 
be available to the State after Nov.

. Nationa] Forests and Missouri, 


_ To. the Editor of the Post-Dispatch: 


SUBJECT which by all means should 

be included by Gov. Park in his call 
for a special session of the Legislature 
is»that of lifting the restrictions which 
prevent the establishment of a national 
forest in Missouri. There are approxi- 
mately 17,000,000 acres of cut-over land 
inthe State, most of it hilly and unfit 
for cultivation. Much of this land is 
loéated along Current River and other 
Ozark streams, and to place it under 
control of the National Government 
would be to preserve those beautiful 
streams and the big springs which sup- 


_ ply them as a perpetual recreation asse 


to the State and country at large. — 

Our present State laws make it impos- 
sible for the Government to acquire more 
than 25,000 acres in any county. There 
is much opposition to this provision, 
which, Government ‘officials say, effec- 
tually prevents the establishment of a 
national park or national forest in Mis- 
souri. 

Under nationa] forest supervision, it 
would be possible to reforest thousands 
of acres of Missouri pine land, now vir- 
tually useless, as well as tens of thou- 
sands of acres of hardwood, which would 
give employment to many men, some im- 
mediately, in reforestation operations 
and others, through coming years, in 
scientific lumbering and _tie-cutting. 
Grazing of large herds of cattle, sheep 
and hogs in the national forests would 
be possible, thus adding to the taxable 
ga of the State and local communi- 

es. 

Uncle Sam is establishing great na- 
tional forests in neighboring states. Mis- 
souri, with the best locations for that 
purpose in the country, should give him 
a chance. W. M. L.

Norman Thomas Fears Fascism. 
To the Editor of the Post-Dispatch: 

FRIEND has sent me your very in- 

teresting editorial, “A Nobler Ameri- 
ca.” What I said in my address at New 
York University, to which you refer, was 
not that our choice lay between “Social- 
ism, co-operative government or Fas- 


cism,” but that if we escape disaster 


it lies “between Socialism, or if you pre- 
fer the word, the co-operative common- 
wealth, and Fascism.” I do not think 
that for any long period of time you 
can maintain a satisfactory Government- 
industrial partnership without getting 
Fascism. Why, for instance, should the 
Government guarantee profits to absen- 
tee owners, which profits are even less 
earned than under the older type of 
capitalism? How can we get a proper 
d bution of income, which is essen- 
tial to increased spending power, and yet 
get’ us the guaranteed rights of a com- 
paratively small class to interest on our 
ever-mounting debt, and to rent and 
profits? — 

In order to keep the workers and work- 
ing farmers from brooding on this ques- 
tion, almost inevitably the attempt will 
be- made to divert their attention to 
Fascist interest and enthusiasm, emo-

‘The administration has as yet exacted no agree-| 


ment to make a specific redtction in acreage. It is 
to Dame Nature, rather than to Uncle Sam, that the 
farmer must give thanks for the price which he is 
now enjoying. The agricultural authorities dare not 
continue inactive on the chance that next year’s crop 
will be equally poor. There remains a world carry- 
over of 640,000,000 bushels, more than half of it, 
some $60,000,000 bushels, in the United States. ; 4 
normal crop next year would add another 200,000,000 
bushels to this surplus; again drive prices downward. 

This means that output must be curtailed, by in- 
ternational agreement, if that is possible; if it is not, 
by domestic action alone. So far world co-operation 
has not been forthcoming. Negotiations at Geneva 
in May; further negotiations at London in July, 
ended in deadlock. Prospects of favorable action at 
the renewed sessions which the League of Nations 
is sponsoring in London are far from bright. The 
United States has offered to cut acreage substantially 
if the other major exporters of wheat—Canada, Aus 
tralia and Argentina—will make similar cuts or, 
alternately, curtail exports and divert their excess 
wheat to other uses. This they are\willing to do, 
put only on the condition that the great industrial 
nations of Europe, which are the principal importers 
of wheat, will remove their present restrictions on 
imports and abandon their present policy of expand- 
ing home production. Here is the real obstacle to 
agreement. Only Great Britain and Austria have 
evinced a willingness to co-operate. The remaining 
importers are committed to a policy of encouraging 
domestic production of wheat in a world where 
Wheat is already overproduced. So the stalemate stands. 

Secretary Wallace has given the conference three 
days, through next Wednesday, to come to an agree- 
ment. The next day he will announce the admin- 
istration’s plan for a reduction in the acreage 
of the 1934 crop. If our competitors will co-operate, 
this cut may be as large as 15 per cent; if they will 
not, the cut may be limited to 8 or 10 per cent. The 
larger output which will result from the smaller cut 
we will dump on the world market. Such is the 
threat. If this ultimatum does not promptly bring 
the other nations into line, the export bounty will 
shortly be brought into play. 

The subsidized exports will necessarily be excluded 
from the European markets by tariffs which go as 
high as $1.07 a bushel in Italy and $1.62 in Germany. 
They will be directed, therefore, to the Orient. The 
agricultural administration is now holding a confer- 
ence with producers in Portland, Oregon, to consider 
the possibility of shipping some 60,000,000 bushels 
across the Pacific. These sales, of course, will have 
to be made in the East at less than the American 
price. The money .which exporters will lose, there- 
fore, will have to be repaid to them by the Govern- 
ment. The Secretary of Agriculture will contract 
with these exporters to make these losing sales. The 
exporters will thereby, be enabled to borrow the 
amcunt of their losses from the R. F. C. The R. F. C. 
will be compensated, if ‘at all, from the proceeds of 
the indirect, so-called “processing” tax on domestic 
consumers of bread. 

It may even prove necessary to lend to the Oriental 
purchasers of our wheat the money with which they 
will pay the reduced price. This can be accomplished, 
no doubt, through the medium of further R. F. C. 
loans. If we are willing to impost from the East 
more than we export to it, these loans may some 
day be repaid. If we exclude such imports, the 
R. F. C. loans will go bad, the Treasury will make 
good the losses of the R. F. C., and the American 
taxpayer will replenish the Treasury. 

Just how useful can all this be as a permanent 
solution of the farmer’s troubles? We are about 
to do what we would have done under the McNary- 
Haugen scheme of under the export debenture plan; 
what we actually attempted through the stabilization 
activities of the Farm Board. We will tax our own 


.|consumers and subsidize foreign consumers in order 


to maintain an uneconomic surplus in domestic pro- 
duction. “Subsidized export” runs counter to the 
whole philosophy of the Farm Relief Act. This act, 
profiting by the mistakes of the earlier policy of 
stimulating increased production and foreign dump- 
ing, aimed to sell a smaller amount on the world 
market at the world price; to benefit the farmer by 
cutting output and increasing the domestic .price. 
The present plan, if it is carried out, will impose a 
small instead of a large cut in acreage, will pro- 
mote further international friction, will lead to still 
further pecuniary losses. * 

Fortunately, there is still time for the Secretary 
to change his mind. The Farm Relief Act, with all 
its short-comings, at least deserves a trial. Only by 
trial and error can we find our way out of such a 
maze. :

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"MISSOURI JOINS THE REPEAL COLUMN. 

Missouri fulfilled every expectation in the vote on 
repeal. Although the outcome was never ih doubt, 
and many persons failed to go to the poils on that 
account, the total vote was approximately half that 
cast in last November’s unprecedented election. The 
repeal ratio in St. Louis was 21 to 1, that in Kan- 
sas City was 15 to 1. In the State at large, it was 
3 to 1, which makes the repeal showing in Missouri 
‘as good as that in most of the states which have 
voted and better than that in many. 

The result is gratifying to the Post-Dispatch, which 
opposed prohibition before it became a law and has 
sought throughout the past 13 years to demonstrate 
why such a perversion of the Federal Constitution 
must at last be brought to an end by the people them- 
selves. It is also a source of satisfaction to know 
that the election of delegates has been held within 
the six-month provision of the Weeks Act, with the 
result that the procedure cannot be attacked by the 
drys on the ground that it goes outside the wording 
of the act. For this the State is indebted to Gov. 
Park, who was led to change his plans after a Sep- 
tember election had been agreed upon. 

Thanks to the early election, Missouri becomes one 
of the states whose action is swelling the tide for 
repeal. The twenty-second state to elect delegates, 
Missouri will be the twenty-first State to ratify, since 
our delegates will meet a week from tomorrow, while 
those of Arizona will not meet until early in Sep 
tember. 

If the heavy repeal majority is Missouri’s judg- 
ment on national prohibition, it is also a declaration 
by thé people of the State that the recent Legislature 
was faithless to its trust when it failed to repeal the 
McCawley bone-dry statute. The shameful bargain be- 
tween wets and drys whereby a beer bill was passed 
and the State enforcement act allowed to remain, is 
repudiated. It is a mandate for a special session. 
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EVOLUTION IN WORK WEEKS. 

A working week of anything below 40 hours would 
be neither practical nor feasible, employers in the 
ship building industry testified at the hearings on 
their code. Finaliy, however, they accepted a 32-hour 
week for shipyards that have Government contracts 
and a 36-hour week for other yards. 

Employers in this industry 101 years ago had a 
similar line of reasoning. The work day at that time 
had been curtailed from the traditional sunrise to 
sunset, and was of 12 hours’ duration. In March, 
1832, the ship carpenters and caulkers of Boston and 
Charlestown, Mass., made the radical proposal that 
the working day be reduced to 10 hours, and went on 
strike in an effort to gain their point. Whereupon, 
the employers issued an “address to the public,” in 
which they pointed out that if these workers’ strike 
succeeded, their example would “probably be followed 
by thousands who are now contentedly and industrt- 
ously pursuing their vocations; and thus produce in- 
calculable injury to the whcle people.” The workers 
lost that time, but the 10-hour day arrived later, to be 
succeeded by the eight-hour day, and all without the 
predicted “incalculable injury to the whole people.” 

And now the movement for reduced. working time 
sweeps on to greater reforms, under the sponsorship 
of an administration that realizes the people’s welfare 
depends upon this method of putting them to work. 
The ship workers’ record demonstrates the march of 
this economic principle—a reduction in a century 
from 72 hours to 32 and 36 hours’ work per week. 
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HOMESTEADS AND HOUSING. 

Not only is the New Deal concerned with the peo 
ple’s economic welfare, but it seeks directly to im- 
prove the physical conditions under which they live. 
The attack upon undesirable living conditions will 
move in two directions: to transplant surplus city 
workers to rural homesteads, and to rehabilitate the 
slum districts now inhabited by many of the laboring 
population. 

For the first purpose, $25,000,000 is specifically set 
aside in public works funds under the Recovery Act, 
which designates that sum “to provide for aiding the 
redistribution of the over-balanced population in in- 
dustrial centers.” Plans now are under way to un- 
dertake this mass movement. To answer tite ob- 
jection that the back-to-the-land movement would re- 
sult in increasing the agricultural surplus, present 
plans are for these transplanted unemployed fami- 
lies in most cases to raise only crops for their own 
needs, doing no commercial farming, while the head 
of the family does part-time work in a nearby center 
to obtain the cash needed for other expenses. There 
are thousands of abandoned farms over the country 
which can be used in this plan. The whole objective 
is a decentralization of industry, a removal of mar- 
ginal workers from congested cities to homesteads 
where they can make a living. : 

Slum rehabilitation, to be financed in part from the 
public works funds, bears the hearty indorsement of 
the administration. Heading the plans for housing 
is Robert Di Kohn, noted architect and city planner, 
who for years has campaigned for slum clearance 
plans. Mr. Kohn’s idea is not for isolated model ten- 
ements, nor even for model blocks, but for building 
them as part of city and regional plans. It has been 
announced that the Government will give preference 
to housing projects for the lowest income groups. 
This is as it should be, for the building of new hous- 
ing for wotkers of higher incomes would be simply 
to create new slums for the poorer groups. Mr. Kohn 


is weil aware of the obstacles likely to be encoun- | 


tered and, for one thing, has denounced real estate 
interests for their “utterly unsocial opposition” to 
slum rehabilitation in part. me 

The two. projects, for farm homesteads and city 
housing, are bound closely together, and will be ad- 
ministered as a unified whole.

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Peaceful Revolutions in History

The Rebuilding of Japan 


N no other European state were results 

accomplished peacefully commensurate 

with those achieved by Henry VII and 
Henry VIII in England and by Napoleon 
in France. Perhaps, also, if the violence 
of the French Revolution had not been 80 
violent, Napoleon’s task might have been 
greater or itself accompanied by violence. 
We have in Asia a single case of the great- 
est results achieved peacefully—the recent 
transformation of Japan in the Meiji era, 
from 1867 to 1894. : 

Japan’s problem and position were pe 
culiar. An island kingdom, on a smali 
island, with the enormous and powerful Chi- 
nese Empire near by, she had early felt 
that her safety lay in complete isolation. 
Like all other countries, feudal in the Mid- 
dle Ages, she preserved her. feudalism‘ into 

» the nineteenth century, intact and wun- 
touched. There were few symptoms of its 
breakdown, such as appeared in England in 
the fifteenth century and in France in the 
eighteenth. The nobles were still all pow- 
erful; militarism the chief note of the na- 
tion. 

* * . 


The Europeans had reached Asia in the 


/~gixteenth century and were at first permit- 


ted to trade with Japan. But in the sev- 
enteenth century, the Japanese’ excluded 
them all (except for a Dutch ship or so 
yearly) and remained closed to all inter- 
course with Europe until 1853. An: Amer- 
ican fleet under Perry then forced the Jap- 
anese to open some ports to our trade, and 
the European nations promptly extorted 
similar terms. Feudal Japan was no match 
for the foreigners, and the Japanese saw it. 
Some great change in the national life was 
necessary to mieet the crisis and to save 


|} Japan, a small nation, from the fate which 


was already overtaking a China 12 times as 
large in population and wealth. 

After 14 years of thought and study of 
Japan, of feudalism, of its disappearance in 
Europe, of Henry VIII in England; of Na- 

_poleon in France, a general agreement was 
peaceably reached by discussion and argu-: 
ment that the nation must be Europeanized 

must be

nation. A Council of State was appointed 
to govern under him. 

Then, in 1869, the four greatest nobles ap- 
peared formally before the Mikado and re- 
signed into his hands all their lands and 
powers. Their example was followed during 
the year by 241 other nobles. Out of 276 
fiefs, only 17 were not surrendered volun- 
tarily, none of them of great consequence. 
The rest’ were held by minors not legally 
capable of acting at the time. A greater ex- 
hibition of patriotism has rarely been re- 
corded in history. 

. 
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The sacrifice of power was absolute and 
permanent. The property was in part re- 
turned. to them on new and non-feudal 
terms, and pensions for a tenth of their 
incomes were promised. These proved a 
heavy drain on the treasury of the new na- 
tion, and the nobles, again with rare pa- 
triotism, accepted a flat sum in discharge 


of all obligations, far less than thé pen- 


sions. This accomplished, feudalism, already 
at an end, was formally declared abolished 
in 1871 and the peasants became proprietors 
of their farms—all without violence or even 
a pretense of resistance. 

Slowly, cautiously, the new leaders, them- 
selves for the most part, as in England un- 
der the Tudors, the old leaders, proceeded 
to institute a new government to take the 
place of the old. The Mikado never attempt- 
ed to: exercise his legal powers, which per- 
mitted him to rule absolutely. From the 
first, he acted constitutionally through the 
Council of State. A bureautracy was ap- 
pointed to the new administrative positions, 
and civil service rules as in Europe were 
created for the lower’ ranks. The offices 
were filled from the old nobility and their 
retainers, who thus, as in England, really 
retained control of the state.

GERMAN official communique declares 

that “a nation can survive all blows of 
fate if its peasant stock is sound.” In ac 
cordance with this theory, the Nazi authori- 
ties urge a higher birth rate, especially in 
the country districts. 

The Prussian Minister of the Interior of- 
fers a suggestive explanation of what the 
Government desires. “What is imperatively 
needed,” he says, “is a constant healthy re 
juvenation of the peasantry. It was so in 
time of Frederick the Great, when the cry 
was ‘the King needs soldiers,’ and it is so 
now.” The Reich demands more soldiers to- 


day. 

In Adolf Hitler’s book, the Chancellor 
himself writes that the Treaty of Versailles 
cannot be revised “by slinking and begging 
methods. We want arms again and, just as 
in the past our ancestors did not receive 
the soil on which we now dwell as a gift 
from heaven, but had to conquer it, so also 
in the future the soil and therefore the life 
of the people will be secured by the strength 
of the victorious sword.” 

How do the German peasants, deep in 
their h , relish the idea of bringing 
more children into the world in furtherance 
of a military program? The Great War, 
which began just 19 years ago, is still fresh 
in the national consciousness, Despite the 
inequalities and shortcomings of the post- 
war settlements, the vast majority of Ger 
mans in middle and elder life must shrink 
from a repetition of the blood-letting of that

If you plan to lodge at a camp for 
any length of time, it is a good point 
to establish where the nearest doc 
tor is, where the nearest huspital is 
located, and what is the best way 
of getting or going for help. 

For the minor emergencies, one 
should be prepared with a first-aid 
kit, put up by a responsible house. 
The supplies should be fresh and of 
proper strength and potency. 

Among the essential first-aid sup- 
plies must be included a good anti- 
septic, preferably tincture of iodine. 
Cotton, sterile bandage, a couple of 
rolis of adhesive tape, a pair of scis- 
sors, a pair of tweezers, and a cou- 
ple of wooden applicators must be 
counted among the essentials. 

Arterial hemorrhages call for a 
tourniquet. Though this can be 
quickly made by using a necktie, a 
belt, a piece of rope, or any pliable 
material that can be tied around the 
affected part and constricted, it is 
far better to have a properly pre- 
pared tourniquet. A couple of tri- 
angular bandages are also good in 
an emergency. Such triangular 
bandages can be made from a piece 
of muslin 40 inches square cut 
across on a bias.

Rough or improper handling of a 
broken bone will increase the injury 
and may convert a simple into a 
compound fracture.
